CHICAGO (AP) — City offi­ 
cials today promised that a new 
McCormick Place will rise from 
the old one's ashes. 


But opponents of the contro- 
versisi lakefront building, which 
was destroyed by fire Monday, 
called the situation "a marvel­ 
ous opportunity." 


Flames destroyed the 10-acre, 
three-level structure as firemen 
worked desperately to unfreeze 
hydrants for water that might 
have quenched the blase that 
roared through the 94fr*nillioh 
convention hall. But Fire Com­ 
missioner Robert I. Quinn aakl, 
"All the water inLake Michigan 
wouldn’t have helped much." 


Oné man was kUJed. Firemen 
discovered the body of Kénneth 
S. .Goodman, a security guard, 
in the debris. 


Conventions were being can­ 
celed and conventioneers were 
seeking transportation out of 
town. The conventioneers who 
were staying were bidding for 
display space at Navy Pier, the 
International Amphitheatre, the 
Merchandise Mart and other 
facilities. 


Damage 
estimates 
ranged 
from the official one — $10 mil­ 
lion to thè building only, made 
by Commissioner Quinn — to 
140 million for the building plus 


$150 million to the contents. 


The $150 million figure was 
derived from exhibitors at the 
National Houseware Manufactu­ 
rers Association show, which 
would have opened Monday. It3 
exhibits had, jammed almost 
every available square foot of 
display space. 


Edward J. Lee, McCormick 
Place general manager, said 
the building was worth $40 mil­ 
lion — $32 million to construct 
in November. 1910 plus $8 mil­ 
lion since then in improve­ 
ments. 


“We will have another McCor­ 
mick Place,’* Mayor Richard J. 
Daley told a news conference. 


But McCormick Place had 
foes as well is friends, and tha 
foes were questioning the wis­ 
dom of rebuilding the hall. Leon 
Despres. an independent alder­ 
man aligned with conserva­ 
tionists, called the situation “a 
marvelous opportunity to re­ 
build it somewhere else." 


John L. Waner, Mayor Dal­ 
ey’s Republican opponent in 
upcoming city elections, de­ 
manded a '‘sweeping investiga­ 
tion" of the fire. Groups oppos­ 
ing a plan for a $15-million addi­ 
tion on the West Side of the long 
building urged a reappraisal 
before any decision to rebuild. 


Justice Dept. 
Presses Drive 
On Car Theft 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government is planning a na­ 
tional campaign against car 
theft and is seeking — through 
persuasion or legislation — to 
have automobile manufacturers 
make their cars harder to steal. 


Announcing this today, Asst. 
Atty. Gen. Fred M. Vinson Jr. 
said steering wheel, transmis­ 
sion and hood locks and more 
secure ignition systems are de­ 
vices which would help reverse 
the rising trend of automobile 
thefts. 


Vinson said the Justice De­ 
partment has conferred with 
industry representatives "with 
i view to installation of feasible 
ami effective devices at the ear­ 
liest practicable date. 


Sen. Thomas J. Dodd, D- 
Conn., the subcommittee chair­ 
man, said his group also is con­ 
sidering legislation which would 
require antitheft devices on new 
cars. 


Vinson said the criminal divi­ 
sion of the Justice Department 
is coordinating a national auto 
theft prevention campaign, due 
to begin about March 1. He said 
10 organizations of automobile 
owners, manufacturers, officials 
and law officers are partici­ 
pating. 


U.S. Jets Paste 
Red Rail Yard; 
2 Planes Lost 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. fighter- 
bombers, returning to the heav­ 
ily defended Hanoi area, struck 
twice today at a railway yard 
40 miles north of the Commu­ 
nist capital. The air war domi­ 
nated allied activity on both 
sides of the border. 


Viet Cong gunners shot down 
a U.S. Army UH1D helicopter 
23 miles northwest of Saigon 
and American authorities an­ 
nounced all the eight men 
aboard were killed. By coinci­ 
dence eight others had died 
Monday in a CH47 helicopter 
shot down in the Mekong delta. 


A U.S. military spokesman, 
reporting on strikes in the Red 
River delta for a third straight 
day of clear weather, said Air 
Force 
F105 
Thunderchiefs 
pounded the Thai Nguyen rail 
yard in the morning and again 
this afternoon. 


As the pace of the air war 
over the north quickened, U.S. 
headquarters reported two Air 
Force 
photo 
reconnaissance 
Phantom jets went down over 
North Vietnam Monday and 
said the four fliers are missing. 
A spokesman said one plane 
was downed by Communist 
groundfire and the other is 
missing from unknown causes 
and presumed down. 


This brought the number of 
U.S. planes reported lost over 
the Communist north to 459. 


In the ground war, U.S. head­ 
quarters reported the Commu­ 
nists used "what appeared to be 
riot-control gas" against U.S. 
troops for the second time in 
less than three months, but the 
Americans didn’t even have to 
put on their masks. 


A spokesman said the Viet 
Cong tossed gas grenades at 
pursuing infantrymen of the 4th 
Division in a small action 27 
miles north-northwest of Saigon 
Monday. 


"The gas had no serious effect 
and protective masks were not 
required,” the spokesman said. 
“There were no U.S. casualties. 
Two of the enemy were killed.”

JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — 
Indonesian 
Foreign 
Minister 
Adam Malik disclosed today he 
has asked President Sukarno to 
step down "in the interest of the 
nation.” 


Malik told newsmen after 
meeting Sukarno at his palace 
he advised the president to 
make this move before he was 
brought down in dishonor. 


Testimony at various treason 
trials has tended to connect Su­ 
karno with the attempted Com­ 
munist coup Oct. 1, 1965.

The union also asked an ad­ 
ditional 92 per week in employ­ 
ers' pension contributions in the 
first year and 91 each in the 
second and third years of the 
new contract. 


The proposed contract would 
continue annual cost-of-living 
wage hikes.

A paralyzing blizzard pounded 
areas in the northern Midwest 
today, with huge drifts of snow 
blocking streets and highways, 
curtailing motor and air travel 
and closing schools. 


The season’s coldest weather, 
with temperatures of nearly 30 
below 
zero in 
some 
areas, 
spread across wide sections. 


The blizzard, packing wind 
gusts up to 70 miles an hour, 
swept from the northern Plains 
into Minnesota. Wisconsin and 
Michigan. 
Blizzard 
warnings 
were posted for northeastern 
Iowa. 


Winds Whip Roada 


At least three storm-related 
deaths were reported. Two men 
died in Minnesota while shovel­ 
ing snow and a woman in South 
Dakota was crushed to death 
when a trailer blew over in a 
trailer court. 


As the storm roared into 
Michigan’s 
Upper 
Peninsula 
Ifonday night, winds of SO 
m.p.h. whipped the snow, halt­ 
ing travel on many highways. 
Four inches of snow fell in a six- 
hour period during the night at 
Marquette, making a total of 
four feet on the ground near 
Lake Superior. 


Buses Stranded

at least five 
sdiool buses stranded in west­ 
ern and southern Minnesota. Six 
men nn>ing themselves together 
marched abreast on a road for 
3V^ miles to lead a bulldozer- 
plow to a bus with 30 school 
children, near Chokio, Minn.

Probably the most important influence now at 
work on the future of the world is the power struggle' 
in China. 


China is the biggest nation in the world, with a 
population of about 750 million. 


It is not in the United Nations—^pretty much by 
its own choice—it has been making as much mischief 
■ as it could in recent years and Americans have shared 
’ the rather general world opinion that China is inscrut- 
iable. 


From this regard for the country as mysterious, 


: troubled and troublesome, we are apt to. conclude that 
;any trouble in China w o r k s for American benefit, 
' since things being so bad they cannot get much w'orse 
and tliey might get better.

The struggle going on in Red China is not between 
the Communists and the anti-Communists, but between 
two camps of Communists that have different beliefs 
about the course that pai*ty policy should take. 


Mao Tse-tung, 73, founding father of the Chinese 
Communist Party and its leader since the 1930s, has 
become concerned about the softening of the Red re­ 
volution in China. He doesn’t want it to go the way of 
Soviet Russia’s Communist revolution and to become 
:“soft* —that is, to become somewhat capitalistic, mat­ 
erialistic and friendly to the thought “Let’s live a lit­ 
tle.” 


If >Iao is going to keep his revolution In China on 
the ideological track on which he launched it he must 
act now, because he’s an old man. He has set up tuber­ 
cular Lin Piao, 58, a career soldier and minister of 
defense, as his successor and the China experts differ 
about whether Mao Is using Lin as a tool in the current 
trouble or vice versa.

U.S. Boosting 
Vietnam Force 
By 10,0110 Men 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ten 
thousand more GIs will go to 
South 
Vietnam 
this 
moiMli, 
boosting the U.S. force there to 
405,000, Pentagon sources said 
today. 


Iliese officials predicted that 
by the end of the year the Unit­ 
ed States will be supporting a 
force of 475,000' in the Southeast 
Asian country. 


At present there are 395,000 
American servicemen in South 
Vietnam. The over-all Southeast 
ibian commitment stands at 
nearly 500,000, including 50,000 
to 60,000 Navy men aboard ships 
of the 7th Fleet off Vietnam plus 
around 30,000 men, mostly Air 
Force, based in neighboring 
Thailand. 


The steadily expanding build­ 
up was signaled Monday by 
Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, chair­ 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
who told a Pentagon news con 
ferenca ttiere has been no 
change in President Johnson’s 
policy ttated in 1985. 


That policy, he said. Is that 
Gen. William C Westmoreland, 
commander ot U.S. forces in 
Soutti Vietnam, will be supplied 
the men and matenals he 
needs. 


Publu^ed r ^ r t s have said 
lhat the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
disagree with what was de­ 
scribed as an administration-set 
ceiling of 460,000 to 480,000 men 
Id Vietnam. 


Wheeler said Gen. Westmore­ 
land does not differ with Wash­ 
ington officials over what fürce 
is needed in South Vietnam. 


Wheeler, a four-star general, 
■aid he would *‘stick his neck 
out’* by saying flatly the Com­ 
munists have lost any chance 
they cmce may have had for a 
military victoiy in South Viet­ 
nam. 


Does this mean the United 
States is bound to win, Wheeler 
was asked. 


“I think so,” he replied, de­ 
clining to pick a date when the 
moment of victory will come.

The report released Monday 
was based on an inquiry made 
by the criminal investigation 
division of the state police last 
August, when prisoners were 
reported <m the verge of a riot 
because of conditions. Former 
Gov. Oral E. Faubus ordered 
the investigatton, but withheld 
the report. 


*nie report was accompanied 
by pictures of torture devices 
and confiscated weapons and 
prisoners who had been beaten.

Teachy Switch 
The switch from a military 
regime to civilian government 
will be a touchy business.

Frank Beadle of the Senatt 
committee at the House of Lud- 
ington, when the state intend­ 
ed to buiid an armory in Glad­ 
stone for Co. C of the Michigan 
National Guard? 


Gladstone, said Stupak, has 
committed land and money for 
the armory and would like to 
know when it’s coming. 


Senator Beadle said *‘We are 
not in a . position to say now. It 
looks like we*re goj^g to be 
tight on money and that the 
armories are the last things that 
will be considered.*’ 


Senator Garland Lane (D- 
Flint) suggested that the fed­ 
eral government’s plan to con­ 
solidate the Reserve and the 
National Guard is holding up 
armory construction. 


BIttitary Indecliiwi 
‘‘That is definitely a part of 
the picture,” satjd Beadle. **It 
is unfortunate when a com­ 
munity like Gladstone fulfills 
its part and the rest don’t go 
along as intended.” 


Rep. Charles Varnum (R- 
Manistiqiie) said “Manistique 
is in the same position. It has 
raised $30,000 by millage for a 
new armory and it hasn’t any. 
I wrote to Col. Arthur Phillips, 
chief, Engineering Section of 
the Michigan National Guard 
about the Gladstone and Man­ 
istique armory projects and he 
informed me that state match­ 
ing funds to construct these 


armories 
and others 
have 
been requested ciacl^ ÿear since 
the sites were deeded to the 
state. 


**The state matching funds are 
the basis for securing the fed­ 
eral 
funds,” 
wrote Phillips. 
**Without the state funds Mich­ 
igan doiesn’t even come into 
federal ccunsideratton and isn’t 
included in the construction 
program. In the past wé have 
been fortunate in several cases 
by getting some /fallout’ fed­ 
eral money which had been ai- 
lotted to another state. We thus 
end up a kind of second class 
state in the federal armory 
construction program. 


Chlckea Or Egg? 


**This has been a virtual im­ 
passe for several years. Within 
the state there is a reluctance 
to appropriate because we (in 
the Department of Military Af­ 
fairs) cannot ^ v e solid as­ 
surance of the availability of 


the federal portion of the funds. 
And, at the federal level, we 
cannot get into the program 
because we can’t give solid as­ 
surance of the availabUi^ of 
the state share of the cost. 


**At the present time the fed­ 
eral funds are being held up. 
Congress continues .to appro­ 
priate funds for new armory 
construction. We are not being 
included becausé of our in­ 
ability to show state funds 
available. This holdup in the 
Department of Defense will not 
and cannot continue. Congres­ 
sional pressures will ultimate­ 
ly supersede, I am certain. If 
we had state appropriation and 
authority to go ahead with plan­ 
ning, we would be in a posi­ 
tion to go immediately into 
construction as soon as the 
federal funds are released. 
As it stands, we become fur­ 
ther and further behind other 
states in our so badly needed

‘‘The federal government en­ 
courages us in projects and 
then pulls out its support,” 
said Beadle. “They don’t give 
us the complete information on 
(sharing) projects, like Medi­ 
caid. It’s going to cost a lot 
more than indicated.” 


When 
Beadle 
said

stronger claims by education 
and mental health would dim­ 
inish the chance of armory 
projects for state funds, Stupak 
asked the prospect for state aiid 
in mental health to projects 
like Delta County’s.

Morrell Owners 
Face Suits Asking 
$3.3 Millions 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
Four damage suits, totaling $2.4 
million

filed

tors of the Daniel J. Morrell by 
widows of seamen who lost 
their lives when the freighter 
sank Nov. 29. 


The Morrell went down in 
Lake Huron, killing 28 men. 


This made seven suits, ask­ 
ing a total of $3.3 million, filed 
in U.S. District Court here in 
connection with the Morrell 
disaster. 


Named as defendants in the 
four suits were the Cambria 
Steamship Co. and the Bethle­ 
hem Steel Co. 


Three suits have been taken 
to the court previously, asking 
for a total of $900,000. Two other 
suits asking a total of $350,000 
have been filed in Buffalo, N.Y. 


Doctors Claim 
DeSalvo Knew He 
Was Doing Wrong 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) - 
Two psychiatrists called by the 
prosecution have testified that 
Albert DeSalvo, the self-styled 
Boston strangler, was not sub­ 
ject to an irresistible impulse 
when he attacked four women in 
1964. 


Dr. Ames Robey and Dr. Sa­ 
muel Allen told Asst. Dist. Atty. 
Donald Conn that DeSalvo could 
distinguish right ftrom wrong at 
the time of the four attacks. 


They said DeSalvo was not 
laboring under any irresistible 
impulse. 


Robey, medical director at 
the Massachusetts State Hospi­ 
tal at Bridgewater for 20 of the 
26 months DeSalvo was confined 
there, was on the witness stand 
nearly four hours. 


Both Robey and Allen said De­ 
Salvo had attempted to avoid 
being caught. They cited this as 
evidence that he knew what he 
was doing was wrong.
